BIG OMAGH FIRE 


— 
RANGE OF HOUSES 
DESTROYED

Considerable damage has been caused by § 
fire which broke out in the early hours of 
this morning at Omagh and completely dew 
molished a renge of buildings in dan 
avenue, consisting of the offices and store of 
the Inspector of Weights and Measures for 
County Tyrone, the County Tyrone Tubercus 
losis Dispensary, and a large motor repair 
garage, now occupied by Mr. William Charle- 
ton. The entire buildings are the property of 
the Tyrone Jfarming Society, on whee 
property they are situated, and were corru< 
gated iron structures. The office used by the 
secretary of the Farming Society and a 
pavilion used for housing exhibits during the 
show were also destroyed. The blaze wag 
discovered about, 2 a.m. and the Urban Coun- 
cil and military fire brigades were summoned 
and made a prompt turn-out. The fire had, 
however, gained such a firm hold on the builda 
ings that there was little hope of saving 
them, but the brigades worked strenuously for 
over four hours before the flames were sub« 
dued. A large quantity of stores, motos 
accessories and repair plant were destroyed. 
The Tyrone County Council lost the standard 
weights and measures of the county and also 
a quantity of medicines and medical ap- 
pliances. The buildings are covered by insurs
